The Conference of Ambassadors in Paris authorized an increase 
in the Bulgarian Militia beyond the limits stipulated in the Treaty 
of Neuilly. 

The Belgian Cabinet crisis continues. The Catholic Right 
rejected i. .Vandervelde's proposals for the formation of a Socialist- 
Catholic Ninistry. 

A survey of the report of the Governing Commission of the Saar 
Valley for the first quarter of this year has been published. 

M. Caclamanos, with the Gredk Mission , left Athens for 
Belgrade to resume negotiations for the Serbo-Greek Treaty of 
Alliance. 


THURSDAY, APRIL 23RD. 
Excitement has run high in Germany over the presidential 
campaign, and special efforts are being made to catch the non-voter 


at the last election, and the women's votes. 

Me Caillaux, Finance Minister in the new French Cabinet, made 
his first annearance in the Senate, where five years ago he was 
convicted on the charge of corresponding with enemy subjects. No 
allusion was made to the past. 

Me Briand, Minister for Foreign Affairs, appears to favour a 
return to the Geneva Protocol, or something like it, for a solution 
of the security problem. 

Tchitcherin, Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs in Russia, 
while declaring his Government's sympathy with the Bulgarian | 
Communists, does not endorse their tactics of individual terrorism, 
and denies that they received any assistance or incentive from 
Moscow. 

The Bulgarian militia has_been increased by 7,000. Another 
Communist leader has been killed. 

In view of the failure of M. Vandervelde to obtain the co-oper- 
atieén of the Catholics and Liberals in his effort to form a Cabinet, 
fhe Conference of Belgian Socialists decided not to form a purely 
Socialist Cabinet, and M. Vandervelde has therefore given up his 


task. 


FRIDAY, APRIL 24TH. 
Mf. de Fleuriau, French Ambassador in London, arrived in Paris 


to confer with M. Briand on the question of French security. . 
The French Senate vassed by 279 votes to 1 the Bill authorizing 
provisional credits for the months of May and June, pending the 
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passing of the Budget for 1926. 

500 peonle are under arrest in Bulgaria in connection with the 
Sofia explosion. recautions against Comcunist outbreaks are 
being taken in Roumania. 

Lord Balfour returned to London and was greeted with an ovation 
from supvorters of the Zionist movement on his arrival. 

The signing of treaties between Poland and Czechoslovakia in 
Warsaw this week is expected to be the prelude to important political 
developments in Central Europe. 

Paris Commnists fired on a number of people who were leaving 
a meeting organized by the National Republican League, killing three. 
There were several wounded. 


SATURDAY, APRIL 25TH. 

Field-iiarshal von Hindenburg was elected German President, with : 
a majority of nearly a million votes. The actual figures were:- 
Hindenburg, 14,639,000. Marx, 13,740,000. Thalmann, 1,900,000. 
The poll was exceptionally heavy. 

Further outrages attributed to Communists are reported in 
Bulgaria. The theatre and library at Pleven were burna., unsuccesse ° 
ful attemwts were made to destroy three bridges in the eastern pro- 
vinces, and a military patrol was fired on. 

Public anger was arcused by the Communist murders in Paris, 
which now total four, with 43 wounded. It is not known whether the 
attack was part of a deliberate campaign organized from lioscow, or 
merely a spasmodic Communist outbreak. 

No immediate meeting between ibe Briand and Mr. Chamberlain is 
probable, but it is expected that M. Briand may visit London shortly. 





WVONDAY, APRIL 27TH. 

An unfavourable impression has been created by the election of 
Field-lfarshal von Hindenburg to the German Presidency. In France 
it is feared that the prospect of a 4-Power security pact is now 
hopeless, and in the United States it is thought that evasion of 
the obligations of the Dawes Plan may ensue, while in tais country 
a gloomy view is taken of those who inay be expected to become the 
new President's advisors. 

Discussions are in progress between the Italian and British 
Governments -‘‘in onde@r to defin'm, their respective views on the 
Milner-Scialoja [Oe to which the Italian Governaent holds 
as the basis of the'frontier settlement-in Egynt. 

The increase in the Bulgarian militia autaorized by tne 
Conference of Ambassadors in Paris is regarded with suspicion in 
Yugoslavia and Athens, where the Bulgarian plea of tue dangers of 
ramyant communis is not accepted as completely bona fide. 





TUBSDAY, APRIL 28TH.

WEDNESDAY, APRIL 29TH. 

The announcement by Mre Churchill of an immediate return to 
the gold standard was received with enthusiasm in the United States, 
and is expected to have a most beneficial effect on the exchange. 

In a speech before the Trades and Industrial Congress, the 
German Chancellor, Herr Luther, in the first Govermnent speech since 
the election, warned the Allies tuat the question of evacuation must 
be settled, and that Germany required a guarantee of security as 
much as Gernany' $s neighbours. 

Beigium is still without a Cabinet: the king received Senator 

the Comte de Broqueville, Catholic Party, who undertook the task 
of trying to form a Ministry. 

Lord Balfour was anvointed Lord President of the Council in 
Place of Lord Curzon. 





THURSDAY, APRIL 30TH. 

HM. Caiilaux, in an interview, deciared that "henceforward the 
periodical accounts of the French Treasury shall be as clear, as full 
and as unequivocal as those of the British Treasury." 

Excitement over the election of Field-liarchal von Hindenburg to 
the German Presidency is subsiding in France, and the future policy 
of France towgerds Germany is being discussed more calmly. 

The Polish Government renounced its claim on the last instelmen 
of the loan of 400,000,000f. which France accorded to Polana by the 
convention of January 6th, 1924. The instalment in question Was 
100 ,000,000f.

The main charges against the ten leading Bulgarian Communists

1. President von hindenburg. 


On Sunday, April 26th, the veteran Field-Marshal von Hindenturg, 
former Commander-in-Chief of the German armies in 1917 - 1918, was 
elected the first President of Germany to be chosen by popular vote, 
(Dr. Evert having been appointed to that office by the National 
Assembly of Weimar). His majority of nearly a million over Dr. 

Marx was as much of agyurprise to the supporters as to the opponents 
of the United Right, for Marshal Hindenburg polled nearly four 
million more votes than were given for Herr Jarres and General 
Ludendoff together in the preliminary ballot of March 29th. 

Apart from the general issue, some of the more surprising results 
of the election include the signal defeat of the Communist, the great 
increase in the general vote (more than 75% of the electorate going 
to the polls) and the predominance of the women's vote in favour of 
the popular soldier: the Rhineland voted strongly in favour of Dr. 
Marx. 

In passing, it may be remarked that the whole situation bears 
a curious resemblance to that which occurred in France just fifty 
years ago after the Pranco-Prussian war. There too, the first 
popularly elected President was a soldier, Marshal MacMahon, who 
succeeded M. Thiers (appointed Chef d'Etat by the Bordeaux Assembly). 
He had commanded a defeated army in a country torn with civil dissen- 
tions, was a pronounced royalist, ad, it will be remembered, was 
forced to resign the presidency on account of Mme intrigues to re- 
establish Monarchy! 

But the vitally important question is not that to which so much 
space has been accorded in certain continental journals, namely the 
date of the return of the ex-Kaiser, but the fate of the negotiations 
for a pact of security which have been in temporary abeyance during 
the political crises in France and Germany, Are these negotiations 
for the only constructive alternative to the Geneva Protocol to be 
resumed, or is Dr. Stresemann about to abandon his vroposals and 
openly espouse Junkerism? 

The danger lies, not in the personality of Marshal von Hindenburg, 
who may be said to have the welyare of Germany sincerely at heart, but 
in the small circle, including Grand-Admiral von Tirpitz and General 
Ludendorff, which may dominate the seventy-eight year old President. 
satisfactory feature, however, is to be found in the fact that the 
Luther Cabinet, from which the original security proposals emanated, is 
to remain in power, and that the foreign policy of the Reich thus re- 
mains unchanged. It must be remembered tuat, although victorious in 
the presidential elections, the United Right have not a majority in 
the Reichstag and are dependent upon the support of the Centre,

@n May 4th, 1925, a League of Nations Conference is to meet to 
frame a convention on the traffic in arms and munitions of war. 
The draft convention it will have before it is a revised version 
of the Convention of Ste Germain of 1919, which was supplementary 
to the Brussels Act of 1920. 

But the United States refused to ratify the Convention of St. 
Germain, mainly because it provided that export of arms should be 
allowed only under licence from the Government of the exporter, 
and only to the Government of the importing country. Awkward, 
if the narty you wanted to arm and put into power -~ say, in Mexico - 
were not the de facto Government. So, as the other producing 
states accepted the Convention but made their ratification dependent 
on universal acceptance by the Great Powers, the Convention fell 
through. In 1924, the League of Nations succeeded in gaining the 
aid of the United States in drafting a new treaty, in which the 
arrangement is that a government may licence export to any 
government which it recognises as such. 

In the meantime - a meantime of six-and-a-half years - what 
has happened to those vast stocks of munitions left by the Armis- 
tice on the hands of the beliigerents? The Central Powers are 
disarmed, except for some secret arming mainly smuggled from Allied 
countries. As to the spare arms of the victors, they have been 
profitably sold, and if anyone asks to whom, let him contemplate 
the victories of Mustapha Kemal and of the Red Army in Russia, the 
various American struggles, the Chinese Wars, the Riff war, the 
admirably armed raiding, into British territories, of Abyssinian 
slave-dealers.e 

Thirty-eight states are coming to the May Conference, including 
the United States, Germany and Turkey. A regrettable absentee is 
Soviet Russia. The British representative is Lord 0 nslow, Under- 
Secretary of State for War. Experts may regret that a more exper- 
ienced divlomat of Cabinet rank, has not been sent in charge of 
this serious negotiation, particularly as the Americans are sending 
a very weighty delegation, headed by tir. Theodore E. burton. It 
is rumoured that - in vivid contrast to the American Opiwn Conference 
attitude ~ they mean to liberalise, or weaken, the Convention.

The International Exhibition in Paris was opened on April 29th 
by the President of the Republic. The British Pavilion is command- 
ingly situated to the right og the Pont Alexandre III, and will be 
visited in mid-May by Prince Arthur of Connaught. 


Tue agenda of the Quinquennial Congress of the International 
Council of Woman, to be neld in Washington, D.C. May 4th - 14th, 
includes resolutions, submitted for approval, on international disar- 
mament, tne adoption by the Great Powers of the Optional Clause of 
the statute of the Permanent Court of International Justice, the 
general supyvort of the League of Nations, Education for Peace, etc. 


On the return of the Eritish Delegation from Washington, the 
British National Council of Women have organized for their welcome 
an International Week (June 8th - 12th). Public meetings will be 
neld on the llth and l2th, the first under the auspices of the Save 
the Children Yund for the purpose of signing the Declaration of 
Geneva. The second meeting will be held at Hoare Memorial Hall, 
Great Smith Street, to receive reports from the delegates. Tickets

Iv. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





The League of Nations Malaria Commission, which held its fifth 
session at Geneva from liarch 23rd to 27th, had an unusually important 
meeting. Revorts of the work of the past eighteen months showed 
that this branch of the League's activities is making considerable 
progress. The Commission has carried out thorough investigations 
in the various Balkan States, in Russia and in Italy. At the recent 
meeting, plans were drawn up for future work. These include the 
extension of the survey to Palestine, Syria, Sicily and Spain. Lager 

on, the Commission may go to Turkey. 

At present, the question of the world's quinine supply is the 
most urgent problem to be dealt with. This is totally inadequate 
to nrovide an effective barrier against malaria. Plans are on 
foot to increase the world's production. At the sane time, experi- 
mental work is being carried out in connection with other alkaloids 
of cinchona, with a view to discovering substitutes for quinine.

"The Permanent Court of International Justice and the Question 
of American Participation." by Professor Manley 0.

GENERAL ORGANIZATION AND AIMS OF THE ACADEMY. 


The Academy has been set up as a centre of higher studies of international law (both public and private) 
and cognate sciences, with a view to facilitating a thorough and impartial scrutiny of questions relating to 
international juridical relations. 


It is placed, as regards technical matters, under a Curatorium composed of twelve members, each member 
being of a different nationality. 


In order to secure the co-operation of competent persons of every country and the attendance of students 
from all parts of the world at the most convenient time, the Academy is open only during the summer months, 
from July to October, that is, during the vacation and while the schools and universities are generally having 
their holidays. 


The Staff is essentially international in its composition, and is not permanent ; for each term or period, 
the Curatorium of the Academy enlists the services of the most competent men in different States, and asks 
them to teach, by means of courses and lectures, or in seminaries, the most important subjects, considered 
from the point of view of theory or practice, of international legislation and jurisprudence. 


Arrangements have been made so as to help intending students to find accommodation at the Hague, 
thanks to the assistance of the Society of Students and former students of the Hague Academy. 


Further particulars as to the Academy may be obtained from M. van Kleffens, Directeur au Ministére 
des Affaires Etrangéres des Pays-Bas, Secrétaire du Conseil d’administration au Ministére des Affaires 
Etrangéres, The Hague (Netherlands). 


The course will begin on Monday, July 13th, 1925; it is divided into two periods of equal duration. 
There will be the same number of lectures or lessons in each, bearing on subjects that will be different, but 
all of equal importance. It is thus liable to every student, according to his own convenience and the length 
of time at his disposal, to attend either set of lectures, or both successively ; and in the latter case he would 
not have to suffer from reiteration or overlapping. 


The teaching is intended for the benefit of all those who already possess the elements of international 
law and wish to improve their knowledge of that part of science, either for professional reasons or purposes 
of general education. 


It is given in French. As it is destined to an intellectual élite from various countries, and conceived 
in a very practical and at the same time highly scientific spirit, the instruction is essentially different, as 
regards method and specialization, from the similar teaching found in universities and great State schools : 
it rather serves as a natural adjunct to those studies. 


The courses and lectures are open to all, entirely free of charge. Any person wishing to attend has only 
to forward to the Secretary of the Board of the Academy, Palais de la Paix, The Hague, an application for 
admittance, stating name and surname, nationality, occupation and address.
